New York, October 31.—A “baby” 
Wright roadster, with Ralph Johnstone 
at the wheel, glided ~* gracefully to 
earth in the twilight at the close of 
the international aviation meet at Bel- 
mont park this evening with the bare- 
graph registering a new world’s recoré 
for altitude. The little machine of 
only 35-horse power had béen up 9.714 
feet, exceeding by 528 feet the height 
attained in France on October 1 by 
Henry W. Wynmaleon, of Holland. 

A Challenge te Moisant. 

But Johnstone's sky-climbing feat 
was not the only notable incident of 
the closing day of the meet. Claude 
Grahame-White, the athletic Britisher 
who carries away the Gordon Bennett 
trophy, which takes the next inter- 
national tournament to England, 
sharpened the sporting appetite with 
a challenge to John B. Moisant. of 
Chicago, for another race from the 
park around the Statue of Liberty in 
New York harbor and return. Moisant, 
who won $10,000 for his fast flight 
around the statue yesterday, refused to 
consider the challenge unless White 
agreed to fly in a 60-horse power 
Bleriot, a machine equa! in power to 
his own. Grahame-White, who made 
the statue flight in a 100-horse power 
Bleriot, declined to entertain this 
counter offer, so that the chance for 
another thrilling flight over Brooklyn 
is off. 

Then Grahame-White, denied an- 
other chance for a visit to Miss Liber- 
ty, sent @ thrill through the spectators 
when at the close of a speed race with 
McCurdy, of the Curtiss team, his pro- 
peller snapped, his monoplane dug jnto 
the ground in front of the grandstand, 
turned turtle and buried the aviator 
underneath. He was uninjured and 
won the race. 

Moisant’s winning of the $2,000 dis- 
tance prize offered by the Aero Club 
of America was the other big event of 
the day. 

He traveled approximately 87% 
miles in two hours. In 
winning the event, he smashed his proe- 
peller and broke a running wheel, but 
escaped unscathed.

BOUGHT 10-CENT. DRINKS. 


BUT BALKED AT ALIMONY 


“A man gets mighty sick when his 
wife is after him for alimony,” said 
Colone] B. F. Golightly yesterday in 
arguing the case of Mrs, Julla Wooten 
in the divorce proceedings instituted 
against her by her husband, B. F. 
Wooten, who said, as an excuse for not 
paying that he was not very strong; 
“Yes, a man gets mighty sick, but 
Wooten’s able to work; and he’ll get 
@ job as soon as this thing is over.” 

And the jury agreed that Wooten is 
able to pay alimony to his wife and 
ordered him to pay $7.50 each month. 
His suit for divorce was denied also. 

The case, which was tried Monday 
before Judge J. T. Pendleton, was one 
of the most interesting and pathetic, 
and at the same time most amusing, 
divorce cases that has been tried re- 
cently. Mrs. Wootem is 56 years o!d, 
and is the sister to Mr. Wooten’s first 
wife, who died and left him with eight 
children. He entered suit for divorce 
against his second wife, his children’s 
aunt, on the ground that he had been 
entrapped Into matrimony by fraud. 
Mrs. Wooten telling him that she was 
the widow of a man named Hunter. 
After ten years of married life, Wooten 
says he found out that she had never 
really been married to Hunter at all. 
and asked for a divorce on that 
ground. 

When Mrs. Wooten, a quiet woman, 
neatly dressed in black, was put on 
the witness stand, she broke down and 
began to cry softly into her handker- 
chief. The attorneys fidgeted, the 
judge coughed and ahemmed, and ev- 
érybody looked so uncomfortable that 
the spectators felt an irresistible in- 
clination to laugh, although they were 
sorry for the witness. She said that 
twenty-six years ago she was married 
to Hunter in good faith: that she lived 
with him in her home community, right 
where Wooten was living: and that 
she thought she was really his wife 
until one day she received a letter and 
photograph from a woman in Florida, 
who said that she was Hunter’s wife. 


. 


“I left him right away.” Mrs. Wooten 
said pathetically, “and went back 
home. I had known Mr. Wooten al! 
my life; we were schoo) children to- 
gether: he married my sister: we be- 
longed to the same church, and he was 
clerk of the church when I gave in my 
membership; he himself wrote my 
name down on the church books as 
Miss Wells after I left Hunter and 
came home. When he asked me to 
marry him I told him everything about 
myself and Hunter. He knew it all.” 

Colonel Golightly, in his address to 
the jury, said that Wooten, who is a 
iecturer for the farmers’ union had 
probably found a younger and more at- 
tractive woman that he wanted to 
marry, and Mrs. Wooten on the stand 
said that most of the money securec 
through the sale of the home, which 
she and he together had worked and 
paid for, was expended on “that friend 
of his who advised him how to get a 
divorce.” This was stricken from the 
evidence, however, as hearsay testi- 
mony, but later Mrs. Wooten said that 
her husband splurged around and set 
his lady friends up in “high style soda 
water places;" and “he bought them 
ten-cent drinks—ten-cent drinks!” she 
said. “He was not content to just buy 
them five-cent drinks; he had to buy 
them ten-cent ones; and I don’t ‘believe 
that in two or three years he has given 
his children as much as $5.” 

In charging the jury Judge Pendleton 
said that if a man fails to give his wife 
the love and affection which he prom- 
ises to bestow upon her, she has a 
right to leave him, though it does not 
orl her to divorce; and that she 
has a right to ask for alimony. 

Mrs. Wooten sald that !f Wooten had 
left her alone, and hadn't tried to dis- 
grace her by trying to bring up her 
past unfortunate alliance with Hunter, 
she wouldn’t have sued for alimony; 
that she would have been content to 
work just as she was working, without 
any help from him; but that when he 
acted as he did, she was determined to 
have her rights. 

And the jury gave them to her.

Consider what it would mean if you 
had the advantage of the British peas- 
ant, It would increase the value of 
thousands of farms by a large figure. 

That is just one of the farmer's 
counts. , 

You are paying needless tribute on 
every ounce of supplies you receive, in 
the express classification, to the ex- 
press companies. The aggregate totals 
a tax of millions upon American farm- 
ers each year. There is no justice, no 
sense in this practice. 

There ig another side to it. Often 
you are compelled ‘to lose time and 
spend money sending into your county 
site for tools, food, clothing or other 
supplies. A parcels post, working in 
connection with the rural phone or the 
mail itself, would reduce that expense 
by a great big fraction. 

It is this same rural parcels post 
that does away with the argument of 
the small merehant against the pro- 
posed innovation. His trade would im- 
mensely profit by it. And, at any rate, 
he can not hope much ionger to de- 
flect every item of farm trade from the 
manufacturing centers, where prices 
must be cheaper, to himself. 

These are some of the leading rea- 
sons why the farmer, why every Amer- 
ican citizen, should be in favor of a 
parcels post. Proper pressure this sea- 
son by letter and conversation upo2n 
congressmen of every party will get 
results before the end of next summer.

The president is acting with unusual 
deliberation in the matter of com- 
merce court and other judicial appoint 
rents he must make.

NEW ORLEANS MINT 
MAY BE ABANDONED 


More Than $1,200,000 in Bul- 
lion Transferred to the 


Philadelphia Mint. 


New Orleans, October 31.—Follow- 
ingg an order made known here to- 
day from the director of the mint at 
Washington, to the effect that all gold 
bullion in the New Orleans mint should 
be shipped to the Philadelphia mint, 
more than $1,200,000 in bullion was 
transferred last week. Additional 
shipments of more than $2,000,000 will 
be required to complete the transfer. 

Recently a part of the money in the 
local mint was shipped to Philadel- 
phia While no definite announcement 
of an abandonment of the mint at New 
Orleans has come from Washington, 
the action of the director apparently 
indicates that the reopening of the 
establishment is not contemplated for 
the present 

George E. Roberts, director of the 
mint, said tonight that the New Or- 
leans mint would be abandoned for 
the present. When operations may be 
resumed there is not known. 

“There is not enough work to keep 
all the mints in operation,’ said Mr. 
Roberts. “lt is with difficulty, that 
three of the mints are kept working. 
There are no plans further than the 
present as to the New Orleans mint. 
All the gold bullion there is being 
transferred to Philadelphia.”

The hearing on the pfoposed ad- 
vances in rates will be concluded to- 
morrow, it is believed, and the evi- 
aence will then be reviewed in Wash- 
ington before a decision is announced.

White’s official time was 14:34:12; Me- 
Curdyg time was 25:48:04. 

Grahame-White had finished and was 
gliding towards the judges’ stand when 
his propeller snapped. In a moment he 
Was buried under a wrecked machine 
about which a cloud of escaping vapor 
arose. Helpers rushed upon the field, 
lifted the broken aircraft and hauled 
the Englishman from the wreckage. 
He limped a few steps, then waved his 
hand gaily to the crowds as a signal 
that he was not seriously injured. Five 
minutes later he gave every one in 
front of the grandstand thrills by step- 
ping from the hospital tent into a 
Farman biplane which he maneuvered 
uncomfortably near the heads of the 
spectators.

IN DISGUST DREXEL QUITS 
AERO CLUB OF AMERICA 

New York, October 31.—J. Armstrong 
Drexel announced tonight at a dinner 
given to a number of fellow aviators 
that he would resign from the Aero 
Club of Amertca “in disgust” because 
of the ruling prohibiting Grahame- 
White from a second trial at the $10,- 
000 Statue of Liberty flight, won yes- 
terday by John B. Moisant. He gave 
out a letter of protest in part as fol- 
lows: 


“I wish to protest against the action 
of the Belmont Park aviation commit- 
tee in refusing to allow Mr. Grahame- 
White, thé Englishman, to fly a sec- 
ond time for the Statue of Liberty 
prize. Their doing so is contrary to 
all traditions of sport and honor, and 
as an American, familiar with condi- 
tions of sport in Europe, I cannot al- 
low an act of such unfairness to pass 
without protest. 

“By their decision they have barred 
such flyers as Radley, the FEnglish- 
man, and Aubrun, the Frenchman, from 
competing, 


Jugglied Inte American’s Hands. 


“As a general result it will be said in 
Europe that the Liberty prize was 
juggled into an American’s hands. Thig 
will be only the plain .truth according 
to the condition of the contest as un- 
derstood by the aviators. 

“The plain fact is that the commit- 
tee. seeing a chance to win the prize 
for an American, went back upon their 
word, and by closing the contest and 
the official meeting stopped two men— 
DeLesseps and Grahame-White—from 
trying again, and the others even from 
competing. 

“My disgust at this betrayal is more 
almost than I can express. What the 
feeling of the Englishmen and French- 
men could they be induced to speak 
their minds I dare hardly imagine. 
Anyhow, it is my intention to resign 
immediately from the Aero Club of 
America, and I hope that all American 
sportsmen will follow my example. 

“Tt will, of course, be understood 
that I write this letter with no persona! 
bias either for or against.

He noted the train about 35 
feet away was slowing up and, plac- 
ing his foot against the east rail, he 
caught the child in his arms and 
whirled back clear of the track. The 
train missed him by a footand stopped 
15 feet beyond. Baxter said he fig- 
ure he could rescue the child with- 
out much injury to himself. 

58 Names Added to Hero List. 

In all, fifty-eight names were added 
to the Carnegie hero list in the 
United States today. For acts of hero- 
ism, thirty silver and twenty-eight 
bronze medals were awarded the life- 
savers or their families in cases 
where death resulted. In addition, 
cash awards aggregating $40,250 were 
made in thirty-three of the cases, the 
cash to be used for educational or 
other worthy purpbses at the discre- 
tion of the executive committee, while 
in twenty-three other cases of rescue 
or attempted rescue, where the heroes 
died aga result, pensions ranging from 
$20 to $70 a month were made to the 
dependents, with $5 a month addi- 
tional for each child left. 

Nature of the Rescues. 

Of the rescues from death or the 
attempts, seven were from railroad 
traing or street cars, nineteen from 
drowning, one from a runaway horse, 
eight from suffocation in gas produc- 
ers, or wells, twenty from death in mine 
disasters, two from fire and one from 
shooting. ; 

\The mine disaster at Cherry, Ill., la 
November, 1909, figured prominently 
in the hero list, with the recognition 
of the heroism of thirteen miners. 
Eleven of these died from injuries in 
rescuing an unknown number of min- 
ers, and besides a silver medal, the 
monthly stipends were made to the 
families in these cases. Two that sur- 
vived were awarded the silver medal 
and $1,000 each.
